Building Rules In Switzerland.

An attendant passed 
in a bucket of water, rolled in one of 
the beated stones and fastened several 
heavy blankets over the opening of the 
tent, It was dark—and hot. 

The Indian nearest the opening threw 
some water on the hot stone, aud Im- 
mediately the hut was filled with 
steam. I never endured such torture 
in my life. The Indians kept up the 
chant, and we lay there and suffocnt- 
ed. When I at least had reached the 
limit of endurance tke leader threw 
back the blankets and made a dasb for 
the river, followed by bis companions, 
1 saw that I was expected to follow 
their lead, and I did so with fear and 
trembling. 

Into the water they plunged, and ip 
plunged |. Cold? It was certainly not 
very much above the freezing polpt 
We splashed round tn the water for 
several minutes, emerged and wrapped 
ourselves in blankets. The indians 
stood about the fire for several min- 
utes and tlien re-entered the sweat 
house. As for me, | bad had plenty. 
Clad in my blanket, with my garments 
trailing over my arm, 1 scurried home- 
ward.

BLOGD POISONING. 
<eeiuiijaenentioa 
It Is Invariably Caused by Bacterial 
infection of a Wound. 

The bete notre of domesty surgery ts 
blood poisoning. Blood poisoning, or 
septicnemia, as suregons call ft, ts not 
caused by colored stockings, dyes, 
chemicals or anything of that kind. 
It is invariably caused by bacterial in- 
fection of a wound. The wound may 
be a mere pin prick or it may be a 
large wound. It makes no difference 
what implement produces the wound. 
The question is, Was the implement 
‘covered with germs? No matter what 
metal it may be made of, if the imple- 
ment is clean—-i. e., surgically sterile 
—and if the skin about the wounded 
part is clean, there is no likelihood of 
blood poisoning following. 

When blood poisoning does occur it 
announces itself by characteristic 
signs. Wirst thero is general cbilliness, 
With perhaps light beadache and gen- 
eral aches such as one feels with any 
oncoming fever. The wounded part 
swells, burns, becomes throbbingly 
painful and stops discharging for a 
time.’ Then within a few kours red 
streaks may be seen extending up the 
extremity to the glands ip bend of el- 
bow, knee, groin or armpit. Such 
signs are always serious, (hough gen- 
erally disappearing upon the institu- 
tion of proper surgical treatment. 

For general purposes where an anti- 
septic is desired one of the safest and 
most satisfactory to use is ordinary 
tincture of iodine—not the colorless 
jodine, which tsn't fodine at all, but 
the brown tincture. A few drops or a 
teaspoonful of this in a pint or less of 
water makes a valuable gargle, mouth 
wash ora wash for irrigatinga wound. 
—Dr, William Brady tn the New York 
World.
